The fruits of th eir l abor ar e
expressed i n t he Statement of Vision that all of you have
received c op ies o f . If you haven't had an opportunity to review
that Statement of Vision recently, I would urge that you do so.
L R 276 i s i n t en d e d , at least in part, to provide some kind of a
f ormal l e g i sl at i ve a ction on t hose b r oa d e r a spects o f New
Horizons . So , i t ' s my s i n c e r e d e si r e , Mr. Pr e s i d en t an d
members, that the work of elaborating the vision for N ebraska ' s
f utur e and t h e b r o ad strategies which are necessary to reach
that vision continue for many, many years t o c o me. T his p r o c e s s
has not gone unrecognized or unnoticed outside our borders. We
have b e e n ver y i nnov a t i v e in Nebraska in this process. New
Horizons was recently presented with the 1990 Innovations Award
by the Council of State Governments,one of eight projects in
the United States to receive such recognition. Several s tat e s
are now initiating and copying Nebraska, they are initiating and
actually pursuing several similar projects, u sing New Hor i z o n s ,
i nc iden t a l l y , as a mod e l . So, the resolution directs the
Research Di v i si on of our Legislature to work wi t h an
increasingly broad number of c i t i z en s du r i n g 'the interim to
refine and test the Vision Statement and some of the strategies,
and t h e n t o r epo r t back to the L egislature,n o l a t e r t h an
December 1 , 19 9 0 . I anticipate that the updated report probably
would be much l i ke a state for all ages. However, h a v i n g sai d
that, Mr. President, I w o u l d ur ge t he b od y t o ad o p t t he
resolution at this time. Thank you.

P RESIDENT: T h an k y o u . Senator Withem, please.

SENATOR WITHEM: Just very briefly stand in support of the
resolution that Senator Barrett is bringing to us today. One of
the things that tends to be lacking in a legislative body, in
the midst of all of our daily frustrations of dealing with
getting amendments adopted, legislation passed, v otes coun t e d ,
lobbyists dealt with, is a sense of where we' re g o i n g i n t h e
l ong- r u n . And I t hi nk , i f anything, that the New Horizons
project has offered that to our Legislature by identifying some
concerns t h at p eop l e have in th e state, and moving u s i n a
direction of addressing some of those. The other thing I guess
maybe the New Horizons project has talked about somewhat is that
process, in many ways, is as important as the ultimate project,
and that not every problem that is out there necessarily has an
L B attached to i t t hat i s t h e u l t i ma t e s o lu t i o n t o i t . For
instance, the ability of the Nebraska citizens to communicate
with their Legislature probably won'0 be impacted by any bill we
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
